Coal Production 
Volume Related 
To Thermal Power 


ESPITE a decrease in use for thermal power, 

production of coal in Alberta appears to 

be heading for another increase. Figures released 

by the Mines Division, Alberta Department of 

Mines and Minerals, show production for the first 

half of 1965 at 313,258 tons over the same period 
last year. 

This increase has been recorded despite the 
fact that high water tables due to abnormal pre- 
cipitation have caused a reduction in the use of 
thermal power in favour of hydro power. 

Production of coal declined steadily from 1949 
to 1961, with only a slight improvement in 1962. 
Last year, an increase of over 680,000 tons was 
reported over 1963. Total production in 1964 
was 2,971,133 tons. 

Increased use of coal for coke, thermal power 
and reactive char, an open-hearth reductant in 
the metallurgical industry, have all contributed 
to the rise in production. 

In recent .years, strip mining has been the 
predominant means of extraction. However, in- 
creased market activity for coking coal, particu- 
larly in Japan, have stimulated underground opera- 
tions as well. Further production increases are 
indicated with the recent announcement for deve- 
lopment of the Alberta Resources Railway into 
the Smoky River Area, about 100 miles south of 
Grande Prairie. The area is known to contain 
about 3.3 billion tons of good quality coking coal.

Watershed Control 
Survey Undertaken 
In Two Counties 


SURVEY of woodlots and watershed con- 

ditions in two Alberta counties is being 
conducted by the Forest Management Branch, Al- 
berta Department of Lands and Forests. The pro- 
ject is a joint federal-provincial study under the 
Agricultural Rehabilitation and Development Act 
(ARDA), the first of its kind in Alberta. 

Purpose of the project is to examine existing 
conditions to determine what changes or improve- 
ments are necessary for proper watershed control. 
At the same time, farmers are being encouraged 
to consider turning poor farming lands into pro- 
ductive woodlots, with the view to assisting water- 
shed control and gaining for themselves additional 
revenues. 

Lacombe and Wetaskiwin are the two count- 
ies under study. They were chosen because of 
interest shown by farmers in these areas’ and be- 
cause of their potential for woodlot development. 

Besides their watershed and aesthetic values, 
properly managed woodlots can provide a source 
of winter funds for the farmer. Woodlot products 
include cord wood for building paper products, 
posts, rails, poles and Christmas trees. They may 
also provide the farmer with saw log material 
for farm buildings, pens and barns. 

While the study is in progress, interested in- 
dividuals and groups are given advice on plan- 
ning and managing woodlots. Meetings in the 
two areas are arranged through the District Agri- 
culturalists. The Forest Management Branch is 
also surveying potential outlets and endeavoring 
to interest manufacturers in using woodlot pro- 
duce. In some cases, farm co-operatives may be 
recommended to make larger quantities available 
to manufacturers. 

Completion of the project is expected in the 
spring of 1967. Mapping of the two counties from 
aerial photographs has been started and a series 
of field studies is under way. 

Surveys of other areas may also be under- 
taken, pending the results of this trial project. 
The success of these surveys could lead to esta- 
blishment of a woodlot extension service for the 
entire province. 
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School Television 


Production Jumps 
To Aid Students 


HE NUMBER of television productions for 
use in Alberta’s schools has been doubled 
for the 1965-66 term, according to officials of 
the Audio-Visual Services Branch, Alberta De- 
rtment of Education. The telecasts will appear 
on all CBC network stations in the province on 
Mondays and Fridays from 10:00 a.m. to 10:30 
a.m., beginning October 18. 

Production started in June on four new series, 
and a repeat telecast of the “Prairie Profile” 
Social Studies series has been programmed. 

New productions include a 10-program bi- 
ology series for Grades ten to twelve, which is 
directly related to the Biology 30 lab manual. 
It will show lab work and demonstrations of lab 
techniques. 

“See for Yourself”, an elementary science 
series, was designed for Grades four to six. The 
10-program series provides demonstrations on 
ideas and techniques for students to follow 
through. It includes four programs on science in 
the oil industry. 

Sets, whole numbers, and positive rationals 
will be dealt with in the Mathematics Series 
designed for Grades seven and ten. Grades four 
to six students may benefit from an Art Series 
closely correlated with the elementary art pro- 
gram for schools. Attention is given to various 
coloring media, design, mobiles, printing, pup- 
petry, modelling and appreciation. 

On Tuesdays and Thursdays teachers can 
take advantage of over 20 series of national tele- 
casts dealing with a wide variety of topics from 
drama to space science. 

Provincial telecasts will also include six series 
of programs produced by the four western pro- 
vinces in co-operation with the CBC. The Audio- 
Visual Services Branch is responsible for two of 
these: a science and industry series for Grades 
six to eight; and a geography series for Grades 
four to six. 

The science and industry series “Science in 
Action” deals with science as applied to forestry, 
petroleum, farming, textiles and aircraft indus- 
tries. “How We Live Where We Live” is a 
geography series prepared in accordance with a 
new approach to physical geography in schools. 

Manitoba will prepare a series on maps, 
Saskatchewan will film a series on safety and 
British Columbia will present a series on instru- 
ments of the orchestra. Each province will con- 
tribute one program to a series on artifacts from 
the history of each region. 

Alberta school radio broadcasts will continue, 
with the latest innovation an experimental radio 
series designed to make youngsters better 
listeners. 

Instructional aids from the Audio-Visual Ser- 
vices Branch also include an extensive film and 
tape library. Catalogue-schedules of broadcasts 
and material available are sent to schools through- 
out the province each vear in time for teachers 
to work them into their timetables.

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New Railroad Will Open Vast Are \s 
To Development of Many Resource 


ONSTRUCTION is scheduled to start this 

year on a railroad into a previously .untap- 
ped resources area of the province. The Alberta 
Resources Railway Corporation, a_ provincial 
crown corporation, has been established to ad- 
minister expenditures of up to $40,000,000 for 
the project. Under lease-purchase arrangements 
with Canadian National Railways, the money will 
be paid back out of operating revenues, with 
interest. 

First phase of the railway will run from Solo- 
mon, West of Hinton on the CNR main line, 
100 miles northwest to the Sheep Creek area. 

Resources in the area include timber, pulp- 
wood, gypsum and a reserve of top-quality cok- 
ing coal estimated at more than three billion tons. 
The area lies between the sixth meridian and the 
Alberta-British Columbia border and extends from 
the Jasper National Park boundary to the 55th 
parallel.

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Quota System for Timber Dispos 


Project Involves Surveys of Fore: 


ETAILED INVENTORIES and merchant- 

ability studies have been completed for 
approximately half of Alberta's forest manage- 
ment units by the Alberta Department of Lands 
and Forests. Additional field and office work 
has been stepped up recently in effort to com- 
pile data to permit institution of a quota system 
of timber disposal by April 1, 1966. 

The quota system study was initiated by the 
Department in 1963 and requested by the For- 
ests Products Association last year. The study 
is being made with the close co-operation of the 
Association, to ensure maximum economic and 
other returns to the producers and to the province. 

Under the quota system, timber licensees 
will be able to plan their operations on a long 
term basis, justifving investment in good quality 
roads, larger and more efficient mills, lower 
.production costs, and better utilization of forest 
products, including the manufacture of wood 
chip products where markets are available. 

The government will continue to receive 
the same proportionate revenue from the forest 
resources and will require the operators to re- 
forest all cutover areas so the land will remain 
productive. 

Under the new system quotas will be dis- 
posed of in two ways. 


First, in management units that have con- 
tained timber operations, the established licensees 
will be granted an annual quota equal to their 
average annual production for the four-year 


period from April 1, 1960 to March 31, 1964.

Allowable cuts will have been determined 
for all units and total volume which may be cut 
as quotas each year cannot exceed the allowable 
cut for the unit. 


Management units are areas of from 100 
to 1,500 square miles in size and have fixed 
boundaries. 


Secondly, additional quotas will be made 
available by selling quotas to the highest bidder 
by sealed tender or public auction. 

Previous rate of cutting in many manage- 
ment units has exceeded the allowable cut but 
on the other hand many units have never con- 
tained any timber operations because of access 
problems. Quotas to be sold on the bonus bid 
system will come mostly from the latter units. 


The rate of dues for all timber on licenses 
issued to fill quotas will be based on an ap- 
praisal system. The appraisal method considers 
the length of haul from the licensed areas to 
railhead, average diameter of the timber, health 
condition of the timber and its average volume 
per acre. The basic value from which the ap- 
praisal is determined will continue to fluctuate
